It seems 
marvelous now that he could hold on so long 
when twelve miles a day was about as much 
as could have been got out of him. The 
trolley and the cable-car are driving him 
out of employment as a feeder of the rail- 
roads. 
Now he has been attacked iu his 


last stronghold—as an instrument of pleas- 
ure—by the bicycle. In truth, as fast as 
means of doing without him are discovered 
he is laid aside. 
The chances are that some"1 


means of supplying electric power to light 
vehicles, like the bicycle orbuggy, will be 
discovered before long, and then he will b~e 
relegated to cavalry, polo, and -hunting. 
Hiding in a wagon behind a horse is, iu 
truth, not unlike employing as a driver a 
person liable to occasional fits of acute in- 
sanity. 
What may bring them on can not 


be foreseen. A wheel-barrow, a bird in the 
bush, a railroad train, or a big dog may 
turn any horse into a maniac and kill his 
owner or his family."

fine seven-story business block. The big, 
new seven-story building adjoining at the 
corner was erected by C. C. Harrison, Pro- 
vost of the University, who recently gave 
half a million dollars to that institution. 
It 


has been idle for about two years, never 
having had a single tenant. In the face of 
this, the carpet men, having no other use 
for their money, arc going ahead to put up 
buddings, running the risk of their remain- 
ing idle. John Dobson has also bought a 
fine property at the south-cast corner of 
Ninth and Arch streets, where he intends 
to construct another big business building. 


The removal of the old two and three-story 


buildings with dormer windows from oui 
business streets and replacing them with 
modern structures 
built upon approved 


methods and of fine architectural designs 
adds a great deal to the appearance of the 
centre of the city. Philadelphia has been 
remarkably free from fires, and on this ac- 
count many of her buildings are very ancient, 
some of them on business streets even dating 
back to the days of the Revolution.

A New Era in Rallroiullitg. 


Experiments of great significance and value 


have recently boon made at Chicago, Nantas- 
ket, Baltimore, and other places in the substi- 
tution of electric motors for steam locomotives 
in railroad service. So successful have been 
tho results of the tests that electricians be- 
lieve the advent of tho electric era in rail- 
roading to be an event of the near future. 
On the Nantasket line the testa were made 
both with pnssengor cars and heavy loads of 
freight, aud the managers are convinced 
that the motors are adapted for regular 
freight and passenger service. Describing 
the experiments, The Boston Transcript 
says: 


"They mark a new era in (lie business of 


railroading that will prove more niartling in 
its developments than any that has preceded 
it. They mean that (he steam roads, as a 
matter of self-protection against trolley roads 
paralleling their lines, will adopt electricity 
as a motive power for their branch roads 
and for all local passenger traffic. 
It is not 


meant that there will be a revolution, for 
things arc not revolutionized nowadays so 
often as is glibly averred by certain writers. 
Railroad managers and capitalists who have 
millions invested in railroad property nnd 
manufacturing plants will be slow to turn 
their slock over to the junk man. But the 
process of evolution will, in all probability, 
bring about tho gradual substitution of (lin 
electric locomotive for that energized bj' 
steam on the trunk linos as well as tlui 
branch roads of(ho country." 


lu point of speed, the result achioved is 


regarded as brilliant. The rate of fifty miles 
an hour was easily attained, and for a short 
distance tho rate was nearly eighty miles an 
hour, the train of passenger cars weighing 
about 175 tons. In tho freight testa the 
start was made with eleven care heavily 
loaded, and tho train was moved at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour without diffi- 
culty. Five more cars were added, the 
weight being increased to 460 tons, but the 
motor car drew tho train as cosily as bofore

ditional first cost. They hfivc here, how- 
ever, an excellent opportunity to acquire a 
kind of knowledge which to them has be- 
come very important."

consideration. Railroads are run not only 
to benefit the public, but to make money for 
bondholders or stockholders. From such a 
point of view the Nantasket rood may earn 
less praise. 


"The patronage attracted by the beach 


road in summer Y'ill naturally be larger than 
that over the average stretch of the main 
road; but its receipts in winter will be small, 
if the road is then operated. The managers 
of the New Haven road do not assume that 
the Nantasket line will prove profitable, and 
in fact they arc quite doubtful as to that 
point. If electricity pays at any point, how- 
over, it pays over short distances where 
large crowds are to be carried in & day; eo 
that even if the road in summer should show 
a fair earning capacity, the adoption of the 
system on the main line would still be an 
entirely different aflair. 


"It is just as well to remember this when 


too hopeful prophecies are made as to the 
immediate future of electricity in railroad 
operation. 
The amount of passengc- traffic 


and freight transportation on any main line 
leading out from Boston does not yot justify 
the adoption of electricity as a motive power, 
in view of the large cost that such a change 
would involve. 
Every now and then de- 


tailed accounts of 'air lines,' to be built at 
once to connect large American cities and to 
bo operated wholly by electricity, are prin- 
ted at length; but as yet such lines exist for 
the most part on paper."

I lourn that recently circuKition has been 
given"tu a HtntuiiicTilj connuctjiTTg^ -inc -rrlth 
what is known as tho Mora claim, audthat 
Tho Journal has oomnioutud thoreon edi- 
torially iu a friendly but somewhat apolo- 
getic spirit. 1 osttiom too highly the good 
opinion of Tho Journal and my own peo- 
ple of Indiana to quietly allow them to te- 
muin under n misapprehension of the facts. 


I do not have at bund tho text of tho 


press report upon which your editorial of 
the SGth ult. was based, but it stated that 
I, as tho attorney of tho Spanish govern- 
ment, have boon responsible for the dolny 
in tho payment of the Mora claim. In the 
first place, I nover was tho attorney or 
agout of the Spanish government in the 
Mora claim or any other business, nor 
havo I ever been employed by or received a 
feo from that government or any official of 
the samo. 


Secondly, I am not responsible for any 


doluy in the payment of tho Mora claim. 
As minister to Spain I urged its settle- 
ment and afterward, as secretary of state, 
its payment. If the published record is 
examined, it will bo found that tho action 
of two of our ministers to Spain, Messrs. 
Bolmont and Palmer, did cause delay in 
Its payment, and the reasons, they gavo for 
thoir action aro not discreditable to them. 
I may remark in passing that tho chief do- 
lay in (bo payment of this claim has been 
caused by tho claimant's attorneys, for if 
thoy had consented to tho acceptance bj' 
tho state department of tho not unreasona- 
ble proposition of tho Spanish government 
tlio claimant would huvcrccoivod his mon- 
ey years ago. 


Allow mo to add that I do not regard 


"legal ethics" as so "elastic" as to allow 
of double dealing on tlio part of an attor- 
ney, nor do I think that any amount of 
diplomatic skill oan justify the attempt'' to 
serve two masters." Whilo I have at vari- 
ous times been honored with tlio confi- 
dence of foreign governments I have never 
accepted a service inconsistent with my 
duty as an American citizen or at vari- 
ance with tho interests or honor of my 
country.

SOON TO BE OPENED. 


Reservations That Aro Likely to lie En- 
tered For Settlement In the Near Fnturu. 


If reports from Washington aro correct, 


Secretary of the Inturior Smith has boon 
persuaded that it ia his duty to comply 
•with tJio act of congress and open the Noz 
Forces Indian reservation to settlement at 
once. Tho 1st of August is said to bo the 
date flxed for allowing settlers to enter 
tho lands and tako homesteads. Tho cause 
for the delay, it is claimed, has been the 
dosire of tho secretary to keep in tho treas- 
ury the $000,000 that congress agreed to 
pay tho Indians as tho first installment of 
tho $1,000,000 thoy arc to roeoivo for thoir 
rights. 


Tho Noz .Forces reservation llea on the 


western border of tho state of Idaho, near- 
ly midway between its northern and south- 
ern limits. It contains about 500,000 acres 
of land, most of which ia said to bo among 
the choicest in the state. Nez Perces 
county, in which the reservation is situat- 
ed, is the banner agricultural county of 
Idaho. Thirty-five bushels of wheat to the 
acre havo boon grown on its lands year 
after year and other crops in liko profu- 
sion. It is well watered, boing bounded 
completely hy rivers and pierced by fre- 
quent streams. 


Another Indian reservation that the 


people of Idaho are anxious to see opened 
is tho Fort Hall reservation, in Bingliam 
county. This county lies in what is known 
as eastern Idaho, near tho basis of the 
pyramid which tho outlines of the state re- 
semble. It is more than twice as large as 
tho Nez Ferces reservation, containing 
abouu 1,200, OOOacros.—Philadelphia Press.
